ANOTHER DISASTER ON THE WIS- 


CONSIN RAILROAD. 


Tbe Train Struck an open Switch and Was 


Derailed. 


MlLWAtlKEE, May 31.—A dispatch, from 


Marshfield, WIs., gays: Train No. 4 on 
the "Wisconsin Central road was wrecked 
here yesterday morning, the cars taking 
fire ana resulting in a terrible loss of life. 
Among the dead are the engineer, fire- 
ma£ brakeman, and one of the Tweedy 
brothers. All are being cared for at 
Marshfleld. 


The wrecked train was the southbound 


limited from Minneapolis to Chicago, and 
was running nt the usual rate of speed 
wherrit struck an open switch and went 
off the track. Nearly all the care were 
either burned or badly wrecked. 


A nut had been taken off the switch, 


allowing it to get loose, and the train 
jumped the track. *The forward cars took 
fire at once, but the rear sleeper and an- 
other car were saved. Everything else 
was burned except some mail and bag- 
gage.
